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GRIER SEES HOPE

Taxpayers’ Money Invested in 
Cal-Aero—Airport To 
Be Profitable 








problem is to provide 
jobs for men and women, C. E. 
Grier, chairman of the county 
board of supervisors, declared in 
an address here yesterday at the 
meeting of the Upland Lions club. 

This was the conclusion of Mr. 
Grier and his fellow supervisors 
several months ago. Action fol- 
lowed and today Cal-Aero acad- 
emy, south of Ontario, and the 
San Bernardino county airport, 
between San Bernardino and Red- 
lands, are the result. 

“It costs the taxpayers money 
to make these improvements,” 
Mr. Grier said at the meeting in 
the Red Hill Country club houSe. 
“But I am convinced the money 
has been invested wisely. ee 


One answer to the = 


pay roll of the Cal-Aero academy 
under its present scale of opera- 
tion will be $2,600,000. If the 
ground training school’ is moved 
from Glendale, as is likely, the 
payroll will be many times that.” 
HIGHER VALUATION 

Mr. Grier pointed out that this 
payroll means turn over, increas- 
ed building and a higher property 
valuation. 

The new airport, described as 
one of the best. in the nation, will 
be the center of industries pro- 
viding payrolls three times that 
now paid by the Santa Fe to San 
Bernardino residents, the official 
said. a 

The veteran county official and 
active leader throughout the 
state in governmental matters, 
frankly discussel tax matters, 
work of the California Taxpayers 
association in opposing his efforts, 
the proposed legislative bill to re- 
turn all the relief problems to the 
counties. 

CHANGES NEEDED 

Mr. Grier also referred to the 
county’s welfare department, 
which he said needed changes but 
admitted he could do little about 
it now since the majority of the 
supervisors favored the present 
departmental administration. 

The speaker also referred to 
Alden C. Fensel, who had spoken 
in Upland previously under the 
sponsorship of the California Tax- 
payers association, and who had 
criticized Mr. Grier and the wel- 
fare department administration. 

Bills introduced in the state 
legislature designed to return the 
relief load to the county would 
bankrupt this county, according 
to Mr. Grier. A “ceiling” should 
be placed as to how much county 
funds would be used in caring 
for the unemployed and disabled, 
Mr, Grier declared, and_he point- 
ed out that the Phillips-Daley 
bills do not have such a provi- 
sion. 

Mr, Grier was introduced by 
Norman S. Lawson, Howard 
Way, county engineer, was a 
guest at the meeting. President 
J. W. Mehl presided.

Soul of a 


Traveler 


By Francis R. Line 


Barbara has the soul of a trav- 
eler, and her spirit lives today in 
the lives of hundreds of boys and 
girls and men and women whom 
she met in all parts of the world. 

Barbara would hate a funeral 
service as much as do her mother 
and I. This is not a funeral in 
any sense of the word, but a 
happy “bon voyage” for a beauti- 
ful little traveler who has lived 
eight splendid years of adventure 
and joy and friendship. 

We are profoundly thankful for 
those eight years. To bring a lit- 
tle girl up to her eighth birthday, 
to lead her into new paths of life, 
to see the development of her 
love for music and poetry and 
beauty—all of these represent the 
greatest privileges of living. 

Barbara loved beauty. The 
principal profession of our whole 
family in recent years has been 
the making of travel motion pic- 
tures. Wherever we went we 
have been in search of fine scenes 
for filming. As we journeyed by 
auto along the highways of Amer- 
ica, or traveled by train through 
the fields of foreign scenes, Bar- 
bara’s eyes were alert every sec- 
ond to the beauty which was un- 
folding. Each few moments she 
would cry excitedly: “There's a 
picture, Daddy!” Her judgment 
of beauty was good, and when she 
exclaimed over the charm of a 
landscape or the vividness of a 
rural scene, we usually stopped to 
take it. Some of the <inest shots 
in our pictures have. been of Bar- 
bara’s choosing. Much of her 
life has been spent in searching 
out beauty and in exclaiming: 
“There's a picture, Daddy.” 

Barbara loved people. When 

she' was two, and again when she 
was four, she journeyed with us 
to eastern America. One sum- 
mer was spent in Boston. Bar- 
bare entered eagerly into the life 
She became the in- 
separable pal of) two little Bos- 
ton boys who lived next door to 
our apartment. So eagerly and 
earnestly did she enter into their 
lives that for months after re- 
turning home she clung to a 
quaint Boston accent. 
/ During that summer in New 
England we took her out to Wal- 
den Pond to visit the quiet wood- 
land spot where Thoreau lived so 
closely in touch with nature. She 
went to the Old Manse—where 
‘Emerson lived near the rude 
bridge in Concord; she became 
acquainted with the “Orchards” 
~—farm home of Louisa Alcott’s 
“Little Women”, She saw the 
Great’ Stone Face, and the Maine 
coast, and the Old Oaken Bucket. 
And she loved them all. 

While Europe was yet peaceful 
before the machines of war be- 
gan to smirch the sky-—Barbara 
traveled with us across the . At- 
lantic. The tulip fields in Holiand 
were like glorious carpets of life; 
Kew. Gardens in London was fill- 
ing the world with sunshine. 

As she traveled across the chan- 
nel on her first trip to Holland, 
Barbara became pals with a fine 
Dutch youth of 22. They became 
inseparabie. He told her about 





his country; pointed out to her 
as we neared the coast the dykes 
and windmills. Throughout Hol- 
land she met and played with the 
Dutch youngsters in the fields. 
Their play was an_ unconscious 
exchange; a seed of international- 
ism. As they touched her life 
with beauty, so did she touch 
theirs. And Barbara lives today 
in the hearts of these friends of 
hers across the sea, 

There was a nursery school in 
London; then later, a glorious two 
months spent at Kittiwake—r 
children’s school on the Englis)i 
south coast near Bexhill. Those 
two months were perhaps the 
climax of Barbara's life. The 
whole glorious English couniry- 
side to romp over; excursions to 
the south coast beaches; most im- 
portant of all, an individual gar- 
den plot which it was her duty 
to tend each day.

drink ... . in fact, according to 
the talk we heard out at Rotary 
club the other day you are get- 
ting it whether you want it or 
not—or whether you know it or 
not. Fact is, if we can believe 
all we heard, folks are going to 
have a hard time avoiding poison 
in their food these days. During 
recent years a number of the 
largest food, confection and drink 
manufacturing concerns have 
been up for violations of the pure 
food act. It seems most of this 
poison is lead and arsenic 
and in your tobacco you get about 
20 to 30 times as much of the 
poison as in the food you eat. 
The speaker, Dr. E. W. Thurston, 
biochemist and. nutritional con- 
sultant, is a well known manu- 
facturer of chemical products. 
And, said he, we are doomed to 
very serious consequences during 
the next generation or two if 
there is not something done about 
it. Milk chocolate, cola drinks 
and many foods are “seriously 
poisonous’’, he related, and gave 
caffine as another of the dam- 
aging drugs in food. 

“FRESH FISH”’— 

Dr. Thurston did not hesitate 
to mention names of offending 
concerns in his_ talk. A well- 
known market organization was 
said to be able to sell fish cheap 
because it used this method: The

Here’s how 
they do it: Their representatives 
will go around to the big chick- 
en ranches in the morning and 
buy the fowl that have fallen dead 
from the roost during the night 
or have died from disease .

VEGETABLES— 

And be sure to wash the vege- 
tables you buy, the doctor warn- 
ed .. . for arsenic is often used 
in killing “bugs” and the vege- 
table growers are not always par- 
ticular about washing their pro- 
ducts—-and arsenic and bugs are 
not a very healthy diet . . He 
recommended stainless steel or 
the best grade of enamelware as 
the best cooking utensils and is 
opposed to aluminum utensils be- 
cause of the lead contained in 
them .. And the doctor got 
down to talking. about vitamines 
by stating that “vitamines have 
just about pushed laxatives” off 
the counter.. He mentioned the 
value of vitamines and mineral 
elements, stating that in years 
past it was thought there were 
16 essential elements in food, 
whereas now it is known there
